OT doubt ing, but your Wotſhip hath heard 
of our late Anti- parle with the Arch-duke Al.

ſmall number will iudge thereof; Some, according co 
their vnderſtandings, and ethcr-ſome as they are caried 
with aff: ion: I haue thought good, to aduertiſe you of 
the very truth thereof, tor your WV orſhips latisfations 
And better contentment of all Gentle-men to whom it 
ſhall pleaſe you to impart the ſame. Wherein I aſſure 
you, I haue plainely ſet downe the ttueth, without all 


fauour or affection, as hercaſter tolloweth, 


Is Lozd-fhip,hauing by many letters fo2 the 


| | © ſpace of two Monthes together, ſolicited the 


States to reenfozce him with freſh ſupplics 
of men, was till anſweredagaine with hope⸗ 
full pꝛomiſes, meane time his troupes in 
c Towne were generally harrazed and wojne 
out, eſpecially the Engliſh, by guarding and watching in the 
wozkes, without the towne euery ſecond night, faz the ſpace of 
fire Poneths together their durt ie paſſage thither, and their 
mpzie guards there, infectingz them * with titcreale of ſtck- 
2 
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neiſe 1 ſa as by diſeaſes, aud other accidentes of Warre, he 
bad not remapning at the time of the Parley begun, beui vu 
Sunday night the xiii, of December (atter the oloe (tle) or 
8000, Souldiers and vpwardes, 2150; And luch as know 
Oitend as it is now, c baue withall any indgement in niartcall 
alfayꝛes, can diſcerne that the Cowne alone canuot be luiticys 
ent ly guarded with 3 000, men, leauing our of this compata⸗ 
tion the out ward woꝛkes, and molt part of the Countericatpes, 
which are in deed pꝛincipall pillers of iafetie to this place, 

Againe, the fury of the lea had ſo demoliſhed the Kampart of 
the Cowne, that the lame lap very weake and open un many 
places foz the Enemies paſſage. And (notwithitanding chat 
good indeuours had been vicd, and much colt beitowed to 
lecute vs a gainſt both thole dangers, by Toze of long greene 
Nile - wood lovged in a pile at the Noꝛth · well end ofthe Fax 
bray (the ſuppozt of the foot of the Balwar ke called the Sands 
bill) and of like wood platted along the fooce af the Sandj;11l 
to the Sea-ward, fal ned (beſides the wozkmans art) wich 
great ſtones, and well lmed with ſuntzy rank es of Vall. zadocs 
armed with long and ſtrong nayles of Iron) ct did the Ene⸗ 
mie in the dar knes of a boyſtercus nyght at a {ow water, ſo ar⸗ 
tencially, and with luch expedition, put fire to the lame Pile, 
entertaining our guardes a good diſtance from thence, towards 
the Nozth-caſt part of the old Towne with an alarum, inthe 
meane time that few enclyned their eyes to this fict p buſtncs, 
vntul che fire had fully tmbzaced the ſame Hile , This alarum 
being to ſay trueth) coldly taken, the Enemie followes his 
poynt till they came to the place ot our newHaucn,vcing neare 
the oꝛth - eaſt rauelling, and there finding the paſlage to enter 
open, and no apparance of reſiſtance, they entred: and com⸗ 
mingꝰ to a Corps du guard, they found one onely dzowſey bird 
in the neſt, whom they killed, the ref being ſhamefully lied after 
their wonted manner : vet J fozbeare to name my Nation, 
Euphoniæ gratia. 

In the heate of this buſines, his Lo2dfhip/ſienderly accome 
panted) fellvpen the ſkirt of all the place where the enemit⸗ 
were, and being with much difficultie perſwaded co liay his furs 
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ther pzogreſſe, till diſconerie might be made befoze him, much 
troubled with feare of trealon, he ſeut away Captaine Sruader, 


Commander of his owne compauie, with one Maiſter Greuill, 


Malter L edcaſtle, c ſome: one oz two pꝛiuate men beſides, 
Chele ſtumbled vpon the enemie: againſt whom making a 
countenance of a charge by thcir voyces, Sa, Sa, c. put the to re- 


tire to the landes by the ſame way they entred: whereby it may 


be conceiui d thiy had full vit w of our new Pauen, there they 
perceiuing the lewnes of thole that purſued them, turned head, 
aud with a Muſket, hot Captatue Studder though the arme, 
and then made away, none ot ours in caſe to follow them, by rea. 
ſon of their Cauailaty, u her cot we haue none in Towne, Wad 
this errour been committed by any Englifh Commaunder, {Þ 
durft haue aduentured to haue made an almanacke of his end, 
This fire burut d outrag ioully fo2 the lpace of 3. dayes and 
nights without ceaſing, viz.from Thurſday night tili Sunday 
night: neither could our Souldiers come weil to quench it, the 
enemies Cannon ſtill giuirg againſt chem, when they offered 


themſelues thereto : neither could the billowes of the lea, was 
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ſting at encry tyde farre aboue the height of the fire, extinguilth 
the lame : foꝛ it had gotten paſiage into che ground, and there 
found matter of continuall nouriſhment, by ſuch tymber and 
poſtes as were lodged there, fo2 the ſuppoꝛt ofthe foote of the 
peece 2 and though it hadbeenquenched ſun dzy times, pet doch 
it burſt out againe: and on Tewſdey laſt, J ſaw it burne againe 
my lelfe. Our chiefeſt enginoꝛs are of opinion, that y ſand hea: 
ted with luch cxtremitie, by fury of the lite in the pile of Riſe, 
is the chiefeft cauſe of the long continuance thereof. By this fire 
tge Fawxbray,and the ſide of the Sand hil lying towar des the 
lea, were both layd open againe co the mercy ok all weathers, 
and violence ot the enemies, in farre woꝛſe ſozt then it was be⸗ 
foze : and this was an other inſtance of inducement, cc. 
Another is, and that not the leaſt paſſage to allow, fo2 his L. 
was, we were & are f{:1l many contrary nations in towne, Eng- 
liſh, trench, Scots, Wallons,# Duch and thereby a hotch-pot of 
contrary and diſſanant hunt02s, A naturall inſtinct as the wozld 
knoweth, hauing diſtopntment of affections, vet bizherto we 
haue had good harmonie, and by his Lozdſhips well tempered 
com- 
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command, all humours well tuned, neuertheleſſe ſince the ene⸗ 
mie hav foꝛmerly beene pꝛactizinꝝ by ſowing of factions a- 
mongſt vs, his Lozd{hip to pꝛeuent the wn, layd cheſe rea⸗ 
ſons as one ſtept to his ptotecty | 
Further his Loꝛdſhip had 4. little foxtreſſes called Reddotg 
in hand at the ſame time vpon the rampart of the olde Towne, 
fo the better ſecuring therof wich few men, ik the enemie ſhould 
attemp: vs,fo2 thoſe litle ſkonſes would haus been their ſcour⸗ 
ges voon their entrie (each one flanking other) one xuarvable 
ag unſt their furie with few men : fox beides their Ramparts 
they now are fenced about with heighty and very ſtrong palli⸗ 
d2es : theſe begun wzkes lay open, and nothing neere ſini⸗ 
ed. And this was annother bzanch of his LozdHips feares, 
After all thele,commecth the maine, which was, as his Lozds 
"Hip wis certainly inkoꝛmed, that the Arch · duke was reſolued 
that niht to attempt vs in maner followinx, viz, The Lountie 
De Bukquoy, who commanded the fozces on the Eat · ſide of 
the Town, was to giue onſet at the Noꝛth . eaſt rauelling of the 
old Town vpon a low water, which ſerued that time exceeding 
well fo; their purpoſe falling out about 6,of the clocke at night. 
Then from the c Qelt. they purpoſed to try vs by the Sand» 
hill, & in two places moꝛe of the old Towne, viz.the pot Dues 
pied, which is a ſmall rauelling in a counterſcarp, lying Meſt 
Nozeh-welt from the Towne, and is indeed a place of great in⸗ 
pot fo2 the keeping of the Town; ditch full with water, and to 


pꝛeuent the enemies paſſage to ſap our maine Nampart: and 
« this place by fury of the ſea, and rage of their Cannon, lay then 


meerely open and not tenable by any meanes. 

Cheir other places where to come on, were our out- ward 
wozkes, lying South and by Teſt from the Towne, called the 
South ſquare, the Poulder, and the Meſt ſquare: from which 
laſt woꝛke commonly called the Collonels wozke , chep had as 
bout 3. weekes befoꝛe beene gallantly repulſed in the night, by 
our guardants, becing all Englifh, and dziuen to returne with 
farre leſſe blood, then they bzought thicher. 

Another reaſon which was vety powerfull wt:h his Loꝛd⸗ 
ſhip, was a noble and religious care and ſenſe to ſpare the = 
* | on 
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Con of ſo much Chyiſtian blood as in all likelihood (if the ene⸗ 
mie had allaien to carry vs by their reſolued furie)muſt haue bin 
' ſhed on both ſides. ' f | 
Inueſted with chele extteames of impendant dangers, his 
L 82dſhip after many bitter traucrſes thzough his great heart 
that ſcones to ſtoope,to the mightieſt enemie wholoeuer, found N 
that neuertheleſſe the beſt, and moft aſſured paſſage to geuerall 
ſafetie, was to tempozize with the enemie by a Parley, foz, Do- | 
jus an vertus quis in holte requirat, till the finiſhing of his 
N wozkes in hand, and the arriuall of his ſuccours bower ly expec⸗ 
ted, might ſettle him againe in tearmes of better aſſurance. 
But by the way, Z had foꝛgotten to tell pou ſix, that vpon 
p2econſulcation, all our outward woozkes aboue mentioned, 
were to be abandoned, and all our men dzawne into the Town, 
and ſo they were: foz as T (aid befoze,the pauc itie of our num⸗ 
bers was ſuch as came farre ſhozt of a pzopoztinable guard fog 
the Towne alone, pet though the llacknes of the States, his 
L. o2dſhip had fozmerlp been dꝛiuen to cxtenuate his ſaid wozks 
to halfe their greatnes, to make them guardable by few men: oz 
they doe much impoze the ſafetie of the towne, 
Now,ſir,to lay our extreames thus open to the enemie, to 
his ſo great aduantage and incouragement, and not with and⸗ 
ing to be little oz nothing ſecured thereby, what a gaule and ex- 
crutiament it might be to his L. thole that know the temper of 
his ſpirit, can eaſily coniecture, bur are now repapʒed. 
So ſommoning (as J laid in ſozt befoze) all his conſiveratf- 
| ons togther, he ficd to that refuge neceſſicte ſhewedhim to bee 
| the moſt allured. And herenpon called all his Captames of che 
| ſeuerall nations together, 82 ſg many of them as were not in 
guard, the time would endure no delay. This being towardes 
evening on the Sunday fozmerly mentioney, they all hearing 7 
| Lis conceite,applande ic, and the Necherlanders moze fozward 
! then all the reſt, doe almoſt pꝛeſſe him with impoxtunities 
to diligent the execution thereof, offering-themſciues to bee as 
gents therein, but ſhzunke in the wetting immediatly: which 
\ coldnes and refuſal of theirs, had almoft quite vntwifted the | 
clew of their late xeſolutionzin the ende, Cap:ainc Ogley, Lieu-

kenant Collonell to his Lo2dſhip, and Capt. Fairf ve are deſti⸗ 
ned to be the men, as Ooſtages onely fo ſuch as the Archdake 
ſhould ſend hither to treate with his Lozdihip, 

And ſo immediatiy vpon ſound of one of our Dvtms from 
the pozt Dupied-after loſſe of ſome bꝛeath by Capt O-le,who 
was vrheard, called to them a good ſpace in Spanth from 
thence, they were rouſed to attention: being / as was onieceu⸗ 
red) buſte about their enterpziſe, and ſo, not fo attentiue as it is 
luke otherwiſe they would haue been, conddering how ncare and 
dangerous neigh hours we are one to the other, 

All thts cevizus Diſcourſe, I haue bin bould to trouble your 
TWoſhippe withall, onely as a Lanthozne to giue you the bei 
light J could, koz the through vnderſtanding ok our eſtate eue⸗ 
rie way: and now J will bꝛing the acting of this pꝛoiect befoze 
por vpon the tage, beſceching paur par don if J (hall ſeeme 
tax able for idle ughenes, by inſertinꝝ accidentall teZes in a ſub s 
iect of ſuch weight and ſeriouſnes: ko my times, Ducunt et 
ſeria nuga. 

Dis Lopdihip (as I haue befoꝛe declared) hauing made ten⸗ 
det of his harſh taſting parle y: J nante it harſh, m regard ol his 
conſtraiat, thereto iin ding che enemie vety tractavle, and ex⸗ 
ceeding pzompt 2 ſame, did without any loſle of 
time the lame evening, d away to themthe two foze-named 
Captaines,Ogle and Fairfax, vpon fayth giuen fo2 their ſafe, 
tie and returne. Atruce and generall ceſſation of all ho!ttlicte 
on both ſides being py uttiſep during the time ok their treatie 
foz land matters, but de firether ,  Hereby our abandoned 
wozkes remayned neutraft, atfhouh'quited by vs, vet not 
lawfull co be poſſeſſed by them. Upon the arriual of our Hoſta⸗ 


ges in the enemies Ir mie, they were bzouche to his Alteſſe at 
his lkonſt of Mee he eee, vayled his hat ſparing⸗

lp. bad them welcome; demaundiag of what nation ihty were 
whetber they had inſlruction kram our Generall ta treate wit 
him about bis place, and Ipon their anlwere thereto nega⸗ 
tiuelp: he alked them further ik there were not frauve intended? 
They aſiveregs tgngjantes of any, and that they are onely 
ſcut@3 Hoſt: ge 


fi 
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ch us his Highnes ſhoulv pleaſe to fend 
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to his Lozdſhip about the pzapoſed buſines: and ſo with a ſe⸗ 

cond,but moze lender reſpect with his Bat, ther were carried 

from his pꝛeſente to the lodging of Don Auguſtino de meſſia, a 
gray and graue headed Spanyard, Gouernour of the Caſtle 
of Antwarp, chiefe Commaunder ofthe Archdukes fozces at þ 

weſt⸗ end of this town,a gentlemã of moſt accdpliſht vertues, 
by their applauſes:in the chamber ofthis youthfull old gallant 
(toz to his gray head hee wearetha grenehabite) they were 
lodged, the place being beautified with faire hangings and re- 
cipꝛocall cozreſpondentin the reſt. By all the gallants, Spani- 
ards, Italians, and whoſocuer elſe of other nations of any re⸗ 

ſpec, they were entertained, and courted by turnes, and ha- 

ning withall many watchfull eies, and liſtning eares on them: 

but the gentlemt᷑ both of them, haue t ien ſo wel bꝛed, and areſo 

wellqualifled, that neither of them willeafily open way: by 

8 foz taxation of vndiſcretion, marie they 

were not ſuffred to haue further view ol any wozke, oz way, 
then where they paſſed, neither wore they fre of a watchful 
guard over them. 

Whileſ theſe flouriſhes of hoſtile conrtefle increaſed (no 
doubt w hope of a ſperdie god bargaine) 4 ſmiles vpon our 
Capt. in the enemies Campe, one Matheo Serano Genernoz 
ol Sluiſe, Generallof the Archdukes artillerie, and one cf his 
Counſell of warre, together with one Matheo Anthonias Bar- 
gent maioz to Simon Anthuzino gouernour of Antwerp towne, 
both Þpaniards and men of pꝛompt and ſmart ſpitittes, and 


- Fudiciall reach, came info the towne,but his K ozdſhip pꝛoiec⸗ 


ting ſtill the meanes to winne time, and how to entertaine de⸗ 
laics.did as was imagined (vpon þ appꝛoach of the two Spas 


niards) attended oner the water at weſt, with about 60 hozſe, 


cauſe an alarum to be taken, foz hee ſtode where he ſaw them 


all plainelp, and layd hold on the manner of their comming foz 
bis aduantage, charging them with bzeach of p2emiſe, and os 
ther ſouldier-like lens, and ſo weuld neither ſpeake with 
them, noz ſ> them, but gaue perempfszie cemmaunde, that 
they would bef@zthwith returned back, thereupen they were 
eandacted back to the place wberethey came over, but the ſea 
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being growae(which his Loꝛdſhip knew well inough)denyed 
them paſſage,and thereupon backe againe into the towne they 
came fraught with new hopes of better interfainmet(Þ heate 
ok their deſire ſceling vp the eyes of their iudgment) his L, 
being aduertiſed hereof, gaue pꝛeſent oꝛder they ſhould be ſent 
away by the Eaſt. | 

Now ſir you may pleaſe fo know that Serano being ſcarce well 
pleaſed(natwithſtanding the large walke betwerne theſkonſe 
Albertus, and their trenches)grewe ſomewhat wearie, and de- 
ſired toſtay in towne all night, but that would not bee graun⸗ 
ted, and ſo the Sergeant Paioz of the towne (Captaine Car- 


pentet by name, and one Captaine Cleere a Scotlh man) con⸗ 


nopde them thzough the towne, with euery ſtepp vp the kners 
(at leaſt) in durte and myze, ſo as the tired Spaniard began 
to endure a bꝛeach in his pacience vpon the Spanith bulwark, 
which lyeth at the Eat / end ofthe towne, a ſpectall Paguizine 
st durte and myꝛes, ſtanding vp to the kners, he defired ſome 
Tobacco fozhis refreſhing, exclaiming in French, Ah la me- 
chant ville de Oſtend, but inſtead thereof (becauſe there was 
none to be had) he, and his aſſociates were pꝛeſented with 4 
potts of god Engliſh Bere, which went downe merilie, and 


ſo thꝛoughly be- durted, they were bought to the Sentinell of 


Cauallar ie on the E aſt⸗ſands, and out ot their extreames and 
mpꝛie wearines, they lodged at Eaſt all night, with Count De 
Bucquoy, not being 1e to recouer the Archdukes quarter be⸗ 


fozethe next day at None, And hereby ſo much time was got- 


ten. 

After the returne of the two Spaniards fo their Duke, the 
ſame men were againe appointedfo trie his Lo2dſhippe once 
moꝛe, and ſending woꝛd ouer to vs thereof, were admitted to 
come, (our Captaines all this while remaining with them 


vpon faith giuen as afozeſayd.) The Sergeant Paioz of the 


towne demaunding which way he ſhould bzing them in, his 
Lozdhhippe willed him to guide them where they might tome 
ſoft endugh, foz feare ofemboſſing their fert on the hard tones: 
Saving withall, that beſides their durtie walke, they Rug 
com 
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come to as cold a bargaine as ener they met Wal in their lines, 
Uppon their entrie (which was vpon ꝙ endap night) they 
were direaly bzought to his Lozdſhip, being in his Chambec, 
alter enterchang of complements, bis Lozdchip began his ex- 
tuſe fo the rudenes he had committed the night befoze, ce nteſ- 
ling he had been vn⸗ciuill, charging (neuerthelefe) the occaſt- 
on thereof vpon their ſtrange manner of comming ouer, and ſc 
accozvingto the Law of Bcarne which is Que le battu paycta 
L. Amende, they were plagued and muſt beſidcs conſeſſe them⸗ 

ſelues woꝛthy thereof. = 
They being hot on the cheſt, ſam eaſily to digeſt that, æ ſay, 
now they hope his Loꝛdſhip e they ſhould agree: he anſweres, 
The agrerment is eaſily made it his Bighnes will raiſe his 
ſiege, andſuffer vs (as his poze neighbours) to liue by him in 
peate. Serano replied, thats not his errand thither, but hopes 
Que vous ſerez. de noſtre bandes, his Loꝛdſhippe (to cutte off 
further pꝛogreſlion in this diſcourſe) tells them after this wea⸗ 
rie- ſome iournep, it is moze fitting to entertaine them with 
meane refreſhing, then with ſericus expoſtulation, and ther⸗ 
vpon intreates them to Supper, whereta they yeilde . And al- 
though it were their Chziſtmaſſe even, and thereby faſting 
dap, they did not fozbeare cating fiſh, eggs, and ſuch ionkets, 
beſides as a fowne ſo long beſieged could affozd , taking out 
in Clarref wine what they lacked in meate. Serano dzinking 
fo2 his ſhare abouefiftietwoo glaſſes of wine, befides Bere, 
anſwering euery man in the cuppe, and pet gaue no manner 
of appearanceofycilding any way to diſtemper. During their 
ſitting at ſupper, many ſmart ieſtes were bandicd with good 
dexteritie on both ſides. Amongſt others, J remember Serano 
plotting a paſſage by circumſtace of woꝛds.to diſccurſe of their 
perfect buſines, gaue his Loꝛdſhip occaſion to tell him that his 
Alteſſe defired all, and the States woulde willingly part 
with nothing. The Spanpard replyed, that the Archduke 
demaunded but his owne: to that his U. folde him, hee had 
neuer ſtudied the Lawes to Judge sf mens titles, but that 
in England wee doe — holde poſſefſion, 11 poyntes 
8 4 of 
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of the 12, the lawe is bounden withall, ec. Another was, his 


Lo2dſhip tould them, that now his Bighnes hauing continued 
bis ſiege with ſuch admiration and fame, as that in this age x 
compaſſe of the wozld, the like hath not ben heard off, and dzi- 
uen vs to abandon our oufward wo:kes, t to retire our ſelues 
altogether into our towne, he might with great honour ariſe eq 
leave vs, and thereby pꝛeuent the ruine of his Armie, which 
thꝛough wet lodging, and continuall labour, muſt nerds be ex- 
freamly decayed, and alſo pꝛeuent the effuſion of much chꝛiſti⸗ 
an bloud otherwiſe. 

To this Scrano replied, that ſince his L. had with ſuch ho⸗ 
nour (as was applauded thꝛoughout all Chziftendome) ſo long 
pꝛeſerued this place againſt ſo powerfull an enemie, ana that 
as they all knew moſt cerfainely, many extremities had oner- 


taken him, whereby he was enfo2ced to withvzawe himſelfe ' 


Wholly into that little ruinous neſt, it could bee no manner of 
blemiſh to him to peild,ec, 

Chus epther of them by contrarie intended imputations la- 
boured to extoll his owne carriage and pzayſes : many other 
pꝛompt connterbuffeg were paCed, which (to auoyde tediouſ- 
nes) J ouer-paſſe:after ſupper the Spanpards (wearied with 
their late myꝛie tournies) were by his Lo2dſhippe conducted to 
their lodging, where with lender guard foz faſhion ſake, be⸗ 
foze the out wardeſt doꝛes of the houſe,they reſted til mozning. 
Wekoze whith time 3 Shippes of warre laden with s compas 
nies of Zeland ſoldiers arriued in the road, beſoꝛe the towne, 
which the enemte without, ſ&tng it, is eaſily to iudge whether 
he was offended o2 no. Percupon, betimes on the Tueſdaye 
moꝛning they ſent in poſt foz his L. reſolution, and Serano 
himſelfe (although ignoꝛ ant ot our ſupplie) impoztuned his v. 
fo2 anſwere, ic. which he reteaues foꝛthwith ſounding to this 
effect, viz. 

That it was true that ſome wants thꝛough the long contra- 
rietie of the winde, and other accidents had ouer-taken him, 
and thereby he enkoꝛced to make vſe of his wit, to helpe him⸗ 
ſelfe by winning ol time, till his turne was otherwiſe ſerned, 


and that was now ſince the ſtates had been mindkull of = l 
| in 


by - - 


winde pꝛoſpicious, and his neceſſitie ſupplied, he could not in 
honour pzocede to trafique with them any further, neither had 
moze to ſaye to them, vntill a newe extremitte, (tf any might 
happily laynew hold on him) ſhould occaſicn him thercto, hos 
ping his highnes as a vertuous and wozthieP2ince would not 
take it ill, that as a mattiall man he had p2actiſed and compaſ- 
fed the beſt meanes fo; the pꝛeſeruation of his honour and ſafe- 
tic by the oꝛdinarie and vſuall courſe of men of warre. 

The Spaniard ( hauing the faire hopes of his fruitfull har- 
neſt thus quite blaſted with this cold nipping anſwere) did ne⸗ 
uertheleſſe inthe moſt temperate manner he could, ſmother x 
ſuppꝛeſſe his almoſt choaking diſcontent: foz heedzeamed by þ 
negotiating ofthis buſines, to haue made himſelfe famous to 
enſuing ages, and ſo with this cold bꝛeake · ſaſt (in ſtead ot his 
Chziftmade pie) he fozthwith departed , leaning his compa- 
nion behind hi n, till our Captaine ſhould be returned home: 
His paſſage backe was by boate at South-weff from the Pol- 
der Kauelling, where he could ſee almoſt no part of our foztifi- 
cation: q vpon his repaire into their trenches,Capt.Fairfax wag 
ſent home, and the Lieutenant ſtaied, ſo as they held the moze 
wozthy perſon. About 4 ofthe clock the ſame day, Captaine 
Ogle came to þ ſands at weſt againſt the poꝛte Du pied, accom- 
panied with the great Parſhall of the enemies Campe, and 
with one Owen an Engliſh fugitiue, Raying foz the Spanich 
Seriant Paioz here in towne . Me hauing dined with my 
L. after the duch entertainment was conducted ont of towne 
by Capt. Studder to þ ſame place. where Serano had ben fo2- 
merly imboafed . There was u little training tourũe, who 
ſhould be paſſed firſt. But the Lieutenant Collonell twdenot 
much thereupon, although the wozthter perfon and the ſabiect 
of a farre moꝛe abſolute and greater Pꝛince, the reaſon (as 1 
learned) being becauſe we hav'been the petitioners,and ſo the 
Spaniard carried it. a 

This J eſpectally obſerued being pꝛeſe it, and ſ&ing the ae· 
ting thereof, as J did alſo that his L. (although hee ſpeaketh 
Spanich very redily) did notwithſtanding vſe onely ß French 
tongue with the twoo Spaniardes, which (all: e Duch Caps 
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taines vnderftanding) they knewe of all that paCed, and ther 
by all ieloufiepzenented, The truth is, the boatelaye on our 
ide where the Dpanyard was, and the waterthcnebbing, cas 

ried it with a ſwift: courſe to the enemies fide, ſo that (os it 
then appeared) when they had giuen the adiewe on both fades, 
and Capt. Ogle entred into the boate, the ſhipps could not re- 
turne againſk! the ſtreame, but dziuing with the ſame, landed 
him on our counterſcarp, where he thought belt, and here tea⸗

- e haue vnderſtode of late by an Italian genfleman 
one of their Tentinells Perdues, who was bzought pꝛiſoner 
into towne, that the Archduke is highly offended with his 
tounſell ot᷑ warre fo2 divertinghimfrs the execution of his re⸗ 
ſolution, which was to haue attempted bs on the Dondaye 
night, (fo often ſpoken of befoze) with 6000-men, xc. that by 
reaſon of the extremitie of his paſſion, fewe of them dare come 
in his pꝛeſente, ſos pꝛeuenting his opoꝛtunitie by their dif# 
ſwaſions: and beſides that, he is no leſſe diſpleaſed to haue 
been fo mocked by his Loꝛdſhip.

fronge towne of Oft-end, but after he had found his hope thus 
deluded, (as is befoze ſayde) was kindled with greater wzath:

to counſell with his Collonels and Captatnes, what courſe he 
might beſt take in this ſo waightya cauſe, and reuenge this 

eric done ta him and his whole eſtate.

Dn Pondap therefoze, being the rrviij. dap of December 
laſt An. r6or, being the dax appointed fo2 this great attempt, 
An Italian( wo was among the reſt appointed in þ firſt canks 
to begin this charge, at the ould Hauen, and knowing the ac · 
tion to be moſt delper ate, and therefoze ſmale hope left him c- 
uer to returne with his life) fled from the enemies Campe, and 
with his Napier in his mouth ſwome into the Hauen. and be⸗ 
ing receaued into the towne, declared vato the Lozd Generall, 
that the ſame day about; of the clock in the after⸗ none, when 
the water was ebbed fromthe walls, the enemie would with 
all his fozces make his attempt both at the ouly Hauen, and at 
þ woꝛks without the tawne with ten Thouſand men, and that 
he was fled thither, to ſaue his life as 1s befoꝛe ſapd:declaring 
farther, that it was reſolued to renue the aſſault the to nert 
daies 7ollowing, e affirmed that it they were the firſt day vas - 
lianfly repluſed, there was no doubt to be had that the ſoldier s 
would bee bꝛought to the like banquet the other two daies. 

Sir Frauncis Veare (tudging befoze that the enemie had fome 
ſuch intent, by reaſon that he did all the ſame day as in ß night 
befoꝛe continue ſhoting againlt the Sand hill and pozt Dupi- 
ed) had alredie ginen oꝛder to the Captaines foz the manning 
of ß walls, trenches, and Counterſcarps, cauſed ſome peeces 
of Oꝛdinance to be remoued, and planted 7 great murthering 
peces vy3n the entt ante ofthe Hauen, which were well laden 
with ſquare and muſket ſhot, not omitting” any'thinge that 
a wiſe and vigilant Commander ought in ſo waightie a cauſe 
to fozeſe, incouraging his people toplay the parts of god ſol» 
diers, and to beſtow their ſhot well, and among the thickeſt of 
the enemies ohen they ſhould make their app2oach. 
hen the houre anpointed was come, and the water fallen, 
as is befoze witten, the encmie marched. kowardes theould 
Hauen 40 men abzeſt, the fozmoſt rancks carried Shonels, 
Spades, and Pick ares, the next carried Ladders, after them 
followed Targets, armed men, and Puſkets, all —

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fozward with ſuch reſolution, as ik they had made accompt ſo 
haue foũd no reſiſtance at all, but they were as gallàtlp, ⁊ wit 
like cozane receaued,4 at al places anſwered with loſſe of their 
beſt bloud, as well without the towne, as at the old Hauen, 
where the muctheringpeces cauſed the enemies to ſall, as rot- 
ten ripe apples from the trees in a mighty ſtoꝛme. And although 
they coulo not enter the hauen, but they muſt goe in water vp 
to the knees, they pꝛeſſed foꝛ ward, and thoſe which came bes 
hind, put foz ward the fozmoſt : Put ſodenly (as fir Fraunc is 
Veere had befoze oꝛdained) twoo ſluces were opened, the one 
giuing way to the land waters, and the other to the waters of 
the ditches about the towne, by reaſon whereof many of the e- 
nemies (not able tokepe their foting) were dzowned,and the 
others ſtode in water vp to their auels, ſa that their ſhot ſers 
ned to no vſe, foꝛ y theit pouder was hereby wet, but were fo2- 
ced to fight with their ſwo2ds and rapiers: the fight contmued 
on both ſides with great furie, and reſolution, vntill the dark⸗ 
nes of the euening fo2ced them ta retire, whereof they were 
not a little glad, fo2 the laughter was verie great on the ene⸗ 
mies ſide, moſt Mallons, Dutches and other Nations to the 
number of 1500, beſides many that were wounded, Many of 
he enemies had made pꝛouiſion of bzead and cheeſe tyed behind 
them to their girdics with apece of match, thinking therwith 
to help themſelues foz a day oz two (if nedeſhould fo require) 
after they had gotten the ſand hill as they made full accompt, 
and there to ſecure themſelues from the ſhot of the towne foz 
a time, vntill they might with greater foꝛce aud oppoꝛtunilie 
obtaine the oul> towne.. Jn this aſſault at all places, there 
were not aboue 40 of the towne ſouldiers ſlaine and hurt: the

In this aſſanlt the enemies hozſemen were appointed to 
follow the fotmen at the Hales, and were commanded by ths 
Duke not to ſuer them to retire, but to fozce the ſtill foꝛward 
on their enterpꝛiſe, which they foꝛgot not to accompliſh: but 
as it ſhoulo ſeme not altogither with their owne ſecuritie,fo2 
ſome of the hoꝛſes with their ſaddells and bꝛidels haue ſince

The Lozd Generall flept little the night following, buf 
was bnſied in foztifying and reparing fuch places as actaz⸗ 
ding to the time was requiſite,” doubting leaſt the enemy 
would the next dvy renue his attempt, wherunto the Archduke 
wanted not any god will, but could not pzenaile with his ſol⸗ 
diers to viſit ſo vnkind an holt: Yet ſuch tame lately ag out of 
Flanders repozt that the Archduke had appointed vpon Tueſ⸗ 
day laſt paſt being the rij. day of this moneth of Januarie to 
giue a new.aſſault vpon the towne wit hall his fozces, and to 
that end hath p2ouided 2000 azmozs of p2oofe. But the ene⸗ 
mies ſouldiers vnwilling to come to fo deſperate an attempt.- 
haue denyed there ſernice, ſo that a mutinie is growne in the e- 
nemies Campe, 200 and odde are alredy appꝛehended e ſome 
of the ring leaders executed, whereof wee ſhall ſhoztly heare 
farther. 

Jn the meane time let all god Chꝛiſlians pꝛapſe Cod ſoz 
theſe his wonderfull vicozies, and with humble and heartie 
pꝛayer without ceaſing, deſire him to continue theſe his le- 
uing fauours to wardes his pooze afflicted Church. And con- 
trarpwiſe to confound and ouerth2owe all the deſeings of this 
obſtinate and bloud-thirſtie Archduke, with all others his ad- 
herents andpartakers, who ſ@k and p2adiſe all meanes poſſi- 
ble (as Wolues both by day and night) to deuoure, and ſhedde 
the bloud of the little flocke of Zeſus Chzift, Amen.
